THE  ASSASSINATION  OF  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     The  award- 
winning,  30-minute  film,  "The  Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln"  will  be 
offered  Saturday  and  Sunday,  February  13-15.     The  film  will  be  shown  two  times 
daily  at  10:30  a.m.  and  1:30  p.m.   (CST)  in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center 
auditorium. 

On  April  14,  1865,  Abraham  Lincoln  became  the  first  American  President  to 
be  assassinated.     The  shock  and  mourning  that  followed  his  assassination  was 
profound  and  widespread.     The  martyred  president  quickly  became  the  most 
beloved  of  American  heroes. 

Why  was  Lincoln  murdered  by  John  Wilkes  Booth?    Was  there  a  high  level 
conspiracy  to  kill  the  President?     Did  Lincoln's  own  War  Department  know  of 
the  plot  to  kidnap  and  kill  the  President?    Why  wasn't  Booth  captured  alive 
when  he  could  have  been?     Since  Lincoln's  assassination,   there  have  been  many 
questions,  but  fewer  answers  about  Booth's  terrible  deed.     This  film,  "The 
Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  attempts  to  answer  some  of  these  questions. 
The  film  is  unique  in  that  it  also  attempts  to  describe  the  conditions, 
circumstances,  and  theories  behind  Lincoln's  death.

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  PRESENTS  BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     Black  History  Month,   observed  during  February, 
provides  an  opportunity  each  year  to  call  attention  to  the  many  contributions 
made  by  black  Americans  to  our  society.     To  recognize  the  many  achievements 
made  by  black  Americans,  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  will  feature  a 
special  Black  History  Exhibit  February  13-29.     The  exhibit  highlights  several 
National  Park  Service  areas  dedicated  to  memorializing  the  careers  of  black 
men  and  women  and  their  role  in  our  nation's  history. 

A  45-minute  special  movie  presentation,  "Lincoln's  Trial  by  Fire,"  will 
be  featured  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  February  13-14,  at  12:00  Noon  (CST). 
Political   intrigue,   the  war  effort,  and  Lincoln's  early  years  as  President  are 
the  theme  of  this  exciting  film.     Lincoln  and  his  cabinet  were  genuinely 
alarmed  by  the  political  impact  of   the  Dred  Scott  decision,   the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  Act,  and  the  possible  dissolution  of  the  Union.     Crisis  followed 
crisis  until  Lincoln  had  no  choice  but  to  act  with  his  military.     He  called 
upon  General  George  McClellan,   to  serve  as  commander  of  the  Union  forces. 
Soon  the  war  began.

LINCOLN'S  HOOSIER  HOMECOMING 

Throughout  1988,  the  State  of  Indiana  will  celebrate 
HOOSIER  CELEBRATION  '88,  an  opportunity  for 
Hoosiers  to  rediscover  their  heritage,  and  to  host  the 
greatest  Hoosier  Homecoming  ever." 

Abraham  Lincoln  had  his  own  Hoosier  Homecoming  in 
'44  _  1844,  that  is!  He  and  his  family  had  left  Indiana  to 
settle  in  Illinois  in  1830.  Fourteen  years  later  he  returned 
to  his  Hoosier  home. 

"In  the  fall  of  1844,  I  went  into  the  neighbor- 
hood in  that  state  in  which  I  was  raised,  where 
my  mother  and  only  sister  were  buried,  and  from 
which  I  had  been  absent  about  fifteen  years. 
[Letter  to  Andrew  Johnson,  April  18,  1846.] 

From  October  24  through  election  day  on  November  4, 
1844,  Lincoln  visited  with  old  friends  and  neighbors  and 
made  political  speeches  -  in  Gentryville,  Rockport, 
Boonville,  Evansville,  Washington,  and  Vincennes.  He 
spoke  on  behalf  of  his  friend,  Henry  Clay  of  Kentucky, 
the  Whig  Party  Presidential  candidate. 

"Mr.  Lincoln  of  Springfield,  Illinois  addressed  a 
large  and  respectable  audience  at  the  courthouse 
on  Wednesday  evening  last,  upon  the  Whig 

P°llClkockport  Herald,  November  1,  18441 

His  visit  may  have  been  for  political  reasons,  but  his 
return  to  Indiana  had  a  great  emotional  impact  upon  him 
which  is  revealed  in  a  poem  he  wrote  following  this,  the 
only  return  visit  he  ever  made  to  his  Spencer  County 
home. 

"My  childhood's  home  I  see  again, 

And  sadden  with  the  view; 
And  still,  as  memory  crowds  my  brain, 

There's  pleasure  in  it  too." 

[Stanza  1  of  poem  by  Abraham  Lincoln.] 

As  it  turned  out,  Lincoln  was  to  make  a  total  of  five  trips 
to  Indiana.  His  final  Hoosier  Homecoming  occurred  in 
the  spring  of  1865  as  his  funeral  train  passed  through  30 
Indiana  towns  on  its  way  to  his  burial  place  in  the  Oak 
Ridge  Cemetery  in  Springfield,  Illinois.

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  Kentucky  on  Sunday,  February

family's  third  Kentucky  farm  on  Knob  Creek.     In  Kentucky,  the  Lincoln  children 
attended  A. B.C.   schools  for  short  periods  of  time.     Lincoln  remembered 
listening  to  his  mother  as  she  read  the  family  Bible.     When  only  seven  he  and 
his  family  moved  to  Indiana  "partly  on  account  of  slavery,  but  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  difficulty  in  land  titles  in  Kentucky."     This  swiftly  moving 
and  beautiful  film  describes  those  short  first  seven  years  of  Lincoln's  life 
in  his  birth  state  of  Kentucky.

(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     On  Saturday 
and  Sunday,  March  26-27,   the  film  featured  is  "Pioneer  Days   in  Indiana."  The 
film  will  be  shown  two  times  daily  beginning  at  10:30  a.m.,  and  1:30  p.m. 
(CST)   in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  Auditorium. 

On  the  frontier  farm  almost  everyone  practiced  at  least  two,  if  not  more, 
professions.     Thomas  Lincoln  was  first  a  farmer  and  second  a  carpenter  and 
house-joiner.     The  film  "Pioneer  Days  in  Indiana"  describes  a  variety  of 
pioneer  tools  and  activities  that  were  used  by  men  like  Thomas  Lincoln.  Once 
our  land  was  covered  with  giant  trees  of  oak,  maple,  and  hickory  which  one 
settler  described  as  "woods,  woods,  woods,  as  far  as  the  world  extends."  How 
did  the  pioneer  clear  the  land,  plow  with  a  horse,  cut  logs  as  big  as  small 
buildings,  prepare  maple  syrup,  churn  butter,  or  prepare  a  meal  over  an  open 
fire?     This  23-minute  color  film  gives  viewers  an  opportunity  to  journey  back 
into  the  past  and  understand  how  the  pioneer  lived  in  Indiana  more  than  160 
years  ago.

public  to  see  a  special  photograph  exhibit  featuring  Abraham  Lincoln  and  John 
Wilkes  Booth.     The  exhibit,  "Lincoln  the  President  -  Booth  the 
Actor/Assassin,"  will  be  on  display  for  public  viewing  daily  April  1  through 
April  30,  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.

"With  singular  audacity  the  assassin  stood  there  (on  the  stage  after 
shooting  the  President),  long  enough  to  photograph  himself  forever  seen  in  the 
minds  of  those  among  the  throng  who  had  never  seen  him  before.     They  saw  a 
slim,  graceful  figure,  elegantly  clad,  waving  a  dagger  with  a  gesture  that 
none  but  a  tragedian  would  have  made;  a  classic  face,  pale  as  marble,  lighted 
up  by  two  gleaming  eyes...  and  surmounted  by  waves  of  curling,  jet  black 
hair."     "After  being  hunted  like  a  dog  through  swamps  and  woods,  Booth  was 
surrounded  at  his  tobacco  barn  hiding  place.     Suddenly  a  shot  rang  out,  and 
Booth  fell  to  the  ground.     John  Wilkes  Booth  died  before  he  could  tell  his 
story."    Booth's  contemporaries  saw  Booth  as  he  always  was,  right  up  to  the 
last  moment,  a  combination  of  "...roguery  and  dash,  brilliance  and  artistry 
...  craftiness  and  evil  intention."

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  TO  CHARGE  ENTRANCE  FEE 
(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  at  Lincoln 
City  is  among  the  134  areas  of  the  National  Park  System  which  began  charging 
entrance  fees  in  19  87.     The  park  will  again  charge  an  entrance  fee  during  the 
1988  season. 

The  money  obtained  from  the  entrance  fees  collected  and  special  passport 
sales  was  put  to  immediate  use  to  improve  resource  protection,  visitor 
interpretation,  and  visitor  facilities.     Lincoln  Boyhood's  entrance  fee  money 
was  used  to  replace  trail-side  rest  benches  and  for  the  construction  of 
special  exhibit  cases  and  display  panels  for  historical  exhibits  and  art 
displays.     The  funds  also  enabled  the  park  to  open  and  staff  the  Lincoln 
Living  Historical  Farm  two  weeks  earlier  than  had  been  budgeted.     (The  Farm 
will  open  April  17,  1988.)     Without  this  funding  source,  most  of  these  needed 
projects  could  not  have  been  accomplished  until  the  1990' s  because  of  budget 
limitations . 

Lincoln  Boyhood  will  have  the  same  admission  fees  as  last  year.     The  fee 
is  $1.00  per  person  for  guests  between  the  ages  of  17  through  61.     There  is  no 
admission  charge  for  educational  groups,  for  children  age  16  and  under,  or  for 
persons  age  62  or  over.     There  is  a  maximum  charge  per  family  of  $3.00. 
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Like  most  other  units  in  the  National  Park  System,  Lincoln  Boyhood  will 
also  issue  a  "Lincoln  Boyhood  Park  Passport"  costing  $10.00  annually.  This 
means  that  the  holder  and  his  or  her  immediate  family  may  enter  and  enjoy 
Lincoln  Boyhood's  facilities  and  programs  at  no  further  cost  for  the  entire 
year. 

The  National  Park  Service  also  issues  three  other  "passports."  The 
annual  Golden  Eagle  Passport  (costing  $25.00  in  1988)  enables  the  bearer  and 
his  or  her  immediate  family  to  enter  any  entrance-fee-charging  federal  park  or 
recreation  area  nationwide.     Likewise,   the  free,  lifetime  Golden  Access 
Passport  (for  handicapped  visitors)  and  the  free,  lifetime  Golden  Age  Passport 
(for  citizens  62  years  of  age  and  over)  enable  the  holders  and  their  families 
free  entry  plus  half-price  user  fees  for  camping  or  use  of  boat  launching 
ramps,  in  all  federal  recreation  areas.     All  the  passports  are  available  at 
Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.

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THE  ASSASSINATION  OF  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 


(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.

Did  Lincoln's  own  War  Department  know  of 
the  plot  to  kidnap  and  kill  the  President?    Why  wasn't  Booth  captured  alive 
when  he  could  have  been?     Since  Lincoln's  assassination,  there  have  been  many 
questions,  but  fewer  answers  about  Booth's  terrible  deed.     This  film,  "The 
Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  attempts  to  answer  some  of  these  questions.

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Landscape  Restored  at  Memorial 


(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  has  a  new 
look.   A  historic  landscaping  project,  begun  last  fall  by  Green  Thumb 
Professional  Landscaping  and  Garden  Centers  of  St.   Anthony,   Indiana,  has  been 
completed.     The  grounds  around  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center,   the  parking  plaza, 
and  the  Allee  leading  to  the  Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln  Cemetery  have  all  been 
restored  to  their  1940' s  appearance. 

Following  the  demolition  phase  of  removing  old  and  incorrect  vegetation 
last  fall,  Green  Thumb  Nurseries  replanted  nearly  600  shrubs  and  young  trees 
including  24  Northern  Red  Oaks  around  the  parking  plaza,  40  Tulip  Poplar  and 
Sycamore  trees  along  both  sides  of   the  Allee,   and  several  hundred  Red  Osier 
Dogwood  shrubs  along  the  Allee  walkways.     Scandia  Juniper  shrubs  now  occupy 
the  island  in  the  parking  plaza,  while  Euonymus  and  other  shrubs  have  been 
restored  to  planter  beds  around  the  building  and  in  the  center  court.  Also, 
as  part  of   the  project,   the  two  sets  of  sandstone  steps  leading  to  the  Flag 
Court  and  Cemetery  from  the  Allee  were  restored.     Original  and  newly  cut 
sandstone  blocks  were  reset  and  new  ornamental  handrails  were  installed. 

Green  Thumb's  landscaping  professionals  returned  to  Lincoln  Boyhood 
recently  to  perform  final  grading,  cleanup,  and  seeding  and  mulching 
operations  to  complete  the  historic  landscaping  project.     Visitors  and 
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residents  may  now  visit  the  attractively  landscaped  portions  of  the  Memorial 
with  the  knowledge  that  the  scene  is  historically  accurate.

On  washday,  the  men  and  boys  in  the 
family  usually  carried  many  buckets  of  water  to  fill  a  kettle  suspended  over 
an  outdoor  fire.     After  the  water  came  to  a  boil,  the  women  took  over, 
"battlin"  and  then  "rubbin"  and  "bilin."     Determined,  hardworking,  "wash- 
wimmin"  could  do  a  week's  washing  in  from  four  to  six  hours.

The  Memorial  grounds  are  open  daily  year-round  from  dawn  to  dusk.  The 


Memorial  Visitor  Center  is  open  daily  8:00  a.m.   to  5:00  p.m.   (CDT).  The 
Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm  is  reached  by  trail  or  by  vehicle.     The  15- 
acre  complex  is  an  operating  reproduction  of  the  kind  of  farmstead  that  Thomas 
Lincoln  carved  from  the  wilderness  in  1816.       The  Farm  features  the  log 
buildings,  animals,  and  crops  of  a  pioneer  farm.     Costumed  "pioneers'*  carry 
out  family  living  and  farming  activities  daily. 

Most  features  of  the  park  are  accessible  to  handicapped  visitors.

"battlin"  and   then  "rubbin"  and  "bilin."     Determined,  hardworking,  "wash- 
wimmin"  could  do  a  week's  washing  in  from  four  to  six  hours.

Don  F.  Adams,  59,  has  served  as  a  Park  Ranger  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial  in  Lincoln  City,  Indiana,  for  the  past  ten  years.     Adams  first  served 
as  the  Chief  Ranger  for  the  Memorial,  managing  all  operational  activities  of 
the  park.

(Lincoln  City)  On  August  25,  1988,  the  National  Park  Service  will  host 
the  largest  open  house  in  its  history  as  it  celebrates  "National  Parks  Day" 
nationwide.  Visitors  on  that  day  will  have  free  admission  to  all  of  the  fee- 
charging  parks   in  the  National  Park  System.  The  legislation  which  gave  the 
Service  permanent  fee  collection  authority,  also  authorized  the  Service  to 
provide  the  public  with  one  free  admission  day  each  year.  August  25  was 
selected  because  this  date  marks  the  anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

In  1916,  when  President  Woodrow  Wilson  signed  legislation  creating  the 
Service,  there  were  14  parks  and  21  monuments  in  the  National  Park  System. 
Included  among  them  was  Yellowstone,  which  had  been  made  a  National  Park  in 
1872.  At  that  time  it  was  not  only  our  country's  first  national  park,  but  the 
first  national  park  in  the  world.   Since  then,   the  national  park  idea  has 
spread  to  countries  throughout  the  world. 

Today  there  are  341  different  parks,  comprising  80  million  acres, 
administered  by  the  National  Park  Service.  One  of  those  is  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  at  Lincoln  City,   Indiana.  This  Memorial  preserves  the  place 
where  the  Thomas  Lincoln  family  lived  and  worked  form  1816  to  1830.  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  7  years  old  when  they  arrived  there,  and  was  a  grown  man  of  21  by

the  time  they  moved  on  to  Illinois.

"glut,"  a  wooden  sledge  called  a  "beetle,"  and  a  metal  wedge  to  begin  the 
splitting  process.
